When hockey is mentioned at Concordia, 
four words spring to mind: A Tradition of 
Excellence. Whether it is the men’s or 
women’s program, both have distinguished 
themselves on and off the ice and have built a 
storied reputation which continues to draw 
top calibre student athletes to the school.

On the women’s side, the last decade has 
been one of the best in Canadian hockey his- 
tory. The team has been the dominant force 
in the Quebec Women's Intercollegiate Hock- 
ey League, winning seven titles in this peri- 
od, including the last four. The team is again 
poised to win another title this year. 


Among some of the great players 
that the program has produced are Laurie 
Broderick, a current member of Concor- 
dia’s Board of Governors, Therese Bris- 
son, who teaches at Concordia in our 
Exercise Science program, Sandy Wolof- 
sky, who is the morning announcer for 
Radio Free America in Moscow, Laura 
Leslie, the team’s all-time leading scorer 
and Marie-Claude Roy, who represented 
Concordia and Canada on the gold 
medal team at the World Championships 
last April in Finland. 


But athletic talent is only part of 
Concordia’s tradition. The aim of both 
programs is the overall development of 
the student athlete. Excellence is expect- 
ed in the classroom and both programs 
do a fantastic job of graduating a high 
number of players. 


With first rate coaching staffs, win- 
ning traditions, outstanding academics 
and established support services, Con- 
cordia is and will continue to be the 
place for the serious hockey player.

#1 Marie-Claude Roy Goaltender 


M-C could be one of the greatest female goaltenders 
to ever play the game... was a member of Canada’s 
National team which won the gold medal in convinc- 
ing fashion in Finland last April... an excellent techni- 
cian who gives up very few rebounds and always is 
there to make the big save... has an excellent chance 
of being the number one goalie on Canada’s first 
women’s Olympic team in 1998... should backstop 
the Stingers to a fifth straight league title.

#2 Christine Lapointe Left Wing 


Christine comes to Concordia after spending a season 
with the University of Western Ontario Mustangs... is 
a former member of the John Abbott Lady Islanders... 
has shown plenty of promise so far... Lawton feels 
that within a couple of seasons, Christine will be one 
of Concordia's better players.

COACHING STAFF 


YVES BEAUCAGE - MEN'S HEAD COACH 


It is never easy to come to a hockey program and mold it in your image. It is even harder to do this when 
you have to take over from a coaching legend. Yves Beaucage has had to do this and has done an excellent job 
in his short tenure to make Concordia one of the most exciting teams in the OUAA. 


Beaucage joined the Stingers in 1988 as an assistant coach and Director of Player Recruitment and he took 
over as head coach from Paul Arsenault before the 1990-91 season. He proved to be a natural, taking the team 
to a 15-9 record, good for second place in the QUAA East and enough to win him Coach-of-the-Year honours.
